THE CAUSES BY WHICH THOSE ENDEAVOUES HAVE BEEN 


FRUSTRATED.* 


Seerion I. 
Sumatra, Borneo, Java, the Eastern 
Fafands, &c. 

Few visits had been paid to the 
Enst-Indies by English traders previous 
to the first charter, granted to an 
English Company in the year 1600. 
Thorne, an English merchant, had 
made o.representation to Henry VIL 
concerning a trade with India, ond 
formed a scheme of opening o trafic 
by the north-west passage with China. 
Some London merchants, adopting his 
views, in 1576 fitted out two ships 
under Capt. Frobisher; but the expe- 
dition failed, and the project was de- 
monstrated to be impracticable by Sir 
Francis Drake, on his return from his 
celebrated voyage. In 1582, Capt. 
Stephens went to India by the Cape of 
Good Hope; and the next year the 
voyage wie mde by a different route, 
as appears by the journal of Ralph 





Fitch, a merchant of London, pre 
served in the Collection of Voyages 
from the Harleian Library. He went 
by Tripoli to Ormus, and on to. Gon; 
from thence to Bengal, Pegu, 2 ! 
Siam; visiting Ceylon, and the, cities 
of Cochin and Calicnt: he returned 
by Ormus to Tripoli, and thenve to 
England, where he arrived im 1501. 
The famous Cavendish visited the 
Enst-Indies. in 1588; and ia conse 
quence of the inforinations obtained 
from him and his predecessor, Drake, 
Queen Elizabeth was induced to’ ac- 
cede to the request of several rich 
1600, a Company, to whom she grant- 
ed a charter of exclusive privileges, 
ander the title: of “ The Governoranil 
Company of Merchants of London

year. In 1608, the Company's ship 
Ascension j to Priaman; on

Two years afterwards, the Company 
extended their trade to Banjar-Massin,

the Company, in the same year, to 
establish a beneficial trade at Bambas 
and Socodania, on the sune island, at 
the former of which Capt. Middleton 
hod settled o factory in 1610. The 
Company's agent, however, was com- 
pelled by the natives to make a pre- 
cipitate retrest, “ leaving behind all 
debts dne™ to them, and “ happy to 
escape with his life,” 

Tt appears that, with a view to ex- 
tend the trade with Sumatra, Capt. 
William Keeling, who conducted the 
Company's fourth voynge, addressed a 
letter, in 1616, to the Sultan : though, tions.

these islands were delivered to the 
English, The latter was however 
seized by the Dutch, after their mes- 
sacre of the English at Lantore in 
1619. This catastrophe, and the still 
more inhuman massacre at Ambeymit 
in 1622, seem to hove been the ruin 
of various «mall factories, which, oc- 
cording to Capt. Keeling’s journal of 
his first voyage to Eastern Asia, anil 
other early records of the Company, 
had been established by their servante 
at Ceram, and the cluster of umall 
islands adjoining. The English “8 
also been expelled by the Fleming 
1614, from a ecttlement whieh i 
had formed at Cambello, in Amboyna; 
but in the following year the crews of 
two ships (the Thomasine and Con- 
corde) were put in possession of Camt- 
bello Castle by the natives. They were 
ejected by the Dutch, but recovered 
and retained it, till the infamous trans 
action referred to, namely, the mur- 
der (onder the mockery of judicial 
forms) of the English residents after 
dreadful tortures, during a period of

In the second voyage of the Com- 
pany in 1604, the fleet was under the 
command of Sir Henry Middleton. 
Two of his ships obtained a lading of 
nutmers and mace at Banda, and of 
cloves at Amboyna, He was well re- 
ceived by the natives, but experienced 
many ill offices from the Dutch traders. 
He returned on fith Moy 1606, with 
letters and presents to James L, from 
the Kings of Banta and Tigor, and 
a cargo of unexampled richness ond 
value, such os had never been seen 
from India in English bottoms. Three 
years afterwards two ships (the Dra- 
fon and Consent) were refused a 
lading at the Moluccas by the Dutch 
and Spamards, In 1609, Capt. Dovid 
Middleton was refused trade at Bunda 
by the Dutch, and was obliged to sail 
te the adjacent island of Pulo-wny. 
The Dutch even followed him to Ban- 
tam with two large ships and some 
frigates, with the determination to 
ank him, but were prevented by calms 
aod contrary winds. By the con- 
trivances of that jealous nation, the 
factory which the English bod esta- 
lished at Macassar was lost in the 
vear 1615,

1616, they agreed to pay seven han- 
dred rials per 0 a for liberty to 
trade: but their lactotp wes bunt by 
the Dutch in the same year. In 1619 
the English leagued with the Kihg of 
Bantam, and also with the King of 
Jacatra, against the Dutch, who sur- 
rendered their fort. Batavia was for 
some time after the seat of the joint. 
operations of the English aod Dhite 
under this treaty; and the poor 

of Bantam, as ere canes 
to be despised or condemned, whose 
territories had been the scene of hos. 
tilities between rival mercantile states, 
destroyed all the pepper trees in his: 
dominions, conceiving that the pepper 
waa the cause of his misfortunes. The 
Company continued in possession af 
Bantam as their chief factory m this 
part.of India, till 1662, when it was 
taken by the Dutch, and afterwards, 
virtually yielded to them, in 1685, 
with all the other possessions in this 
part, by King Charles U., under a sort 
of treaty, by which the Dutch gave in 
compensation to him and his mani

years, of the Company's transactions 
More vigorous measures were adopted 
by Cromwell; sad in the treaty of 
1654, it was stipulated, in the twenty- 
seventh article, “ ‘That the Lords the 
States-Genernl of the United Pro- 
vinees shall take care that justice be 
done upon those who were partakers 
or accomplices in the massacre of the 
English ot Amboyna, os the Republic 
of England is plensed to term that 
fact, provided any of them be living.” 
And the disputes between the two 
companies were afterwards adjusted 
by 2 commission. 

This treaty, and the humiliation of 
the Dutch, infused confidence into the 
India trade, ond a subscription was en=- 
tered into, under the protection of 
Cromwell, of £800,000, for carrying 
it on. 

One of the earliest acts of Charles 
TL, on his restoration, was to afford 
his countenance and protection to the 
Company. He granted them a new 
charter, dated April 3, 1601, con- 
firming their exclusive right, with ad- 
ditional privileges. Bombay was alio 
ceded to them by the Crown, because 
the revenues of the place were not 

qual to the expense of maintaining 
it, and for other political reasows. 

In 1658, the Company obtained from 
the Queen of Achecn, in Sumatra, a 
grant of privileges of trade, and settled 
a factory there in 1659. The Dutch, 
however, still continued their depre- 
dations; and in the former year the 
ship Mayflower was plundered by the 
Dutch Commodore, Balshassar, and 
forced to depart empty. The pri- 
vileges. were confirmed in 1661, when 
Mr. Henry Gary was sent to the Quecn, 
who was desirous of English friend- 
ship. About this time, however, the 
Dutch took from her the principal 
forts of Sumatra, over which Acheen 
claimed hereditary sovereignty ; and it

States which surrounded the island, 
that the Queen of Acheen's wetual 
postessions were in a state of blockade. 
After this, the trade seems to have 
declined, The government of the 
country was represented as bad, and 
the pepper, which was the chief object 
of trade, a4 coming from another purt 
of the isand (Lompong) which wis 
subject to Bantam, » When this place 
fell under the dominion of the Dutch, 
in 1683, it was proposed to revive the 
commercial connection with Acheen ; 

but Bencvolen was then found. to be 
much more convenient, a4 2 commer. 
cial entrepét for the island of 5u- 
mate. The Company therefore es- 
tablished a settlement there in 1085, 

and York Fort was built by the agency 
of Benjamin Bloom, in consequence 
of the los: of Bantam. It wos con- 
sidered as the key to all the other sct- 
tlements on this coast, bot an wn- 
healthy place, and therefore difficult 
to get persons tosettle there. In 1687, 
the chief nt Bencoolen, Mr. Ralph 
Ord, was poisoned at the instigation 
of the Dutch; and the Company had 
serious thoughts of withdrawing from 
Bencoolen, preferring Priaman or 
Acheen, At this time, the Govern- 
ment af Fort St. George were engaged 
in correspondence with the - native 
chiefs of Sumatra, three of whom 
arrived ot that Presidency in 1685, to 
trent of a settlement and trode, The 
correspondence lasted till 1688, when 
it was resolved to encourage the trade 
on Sumatra, by estublishing factories 
at Prinman and Indrpore. These 
factories, with others which had been 
established, it was afterwards found 
necessary to relinquish, on account of 
the hostile: movements of the Dutch; 
and to confine the Company's pepper 
trade, after the erection of York Fort 
nt Hencoolen, to that settlement. The 
Company have since established several 
emall residencies for the collection of 
along the coast, which have 
basis Fininbainell in time of peace, and 
not abandoned till untenable in. time 
of war.

chiefs, in which the Company were 
compelled to take part; and in 1698, 
it wns proposed, aa meRsure of pru- 
dence, to withdraw all the northern 
factories to York Fort, which was 
ordered to be made defensible against 
a Entopean enemy. The concerns of 
the Company were at this period dis- 
ordered by a new rival Company being 
erected at home.* The differences 
among the natives of Sumatra were 
composed in 1700; but agurrisonof two 
hundred men was determined on for 
York Fort, to protect the Company's 
property. It was a principal business 
of the English to allay the differences 
au the nutives, otherwise the 

pepper plantations would have been 
pumas destroyed, and three yeurs 
must elapse before they comld be 
brought to maturity again. The cha- 
racter of the Malays is described as 
jealous and fickle, and some of the 
chiefs were engaged in a plot against 
the Company, in 1701+ The Madras 
Government wrote a letter to the King 
of Acheen, in 1700, desiring to renew 
former friendship and ancient pri- 
vileges; and some years afterwards the 
game Government made another at- 
tempt to catublish a settlement there, 
under the conduct. of the Hon. Ed. 
ward Monckton, bat were obliged to 
withdraw tt. 

In 1703, all posible encourngement 
wits held outto some Chinese to settle 
at Bencoolen, such os the offer of 
having a captain of their own, as: nt

as 1614. Tt appears hy the correspon- 
dence of 1703, that this place wns 
then subject to the of Cochin- 
China, In that year, after some pre- 
vious discussions, a factory was esti-

Greer af Pulo-condore, off the 
coast of Cambodian (a very valuable 
settlement, well supplied with water, 
and cows, and resorted to by 
ibihe Cituede), apd wes maancred be 
the Mncassors, with the greatest paurt 
of the factory at that place. In 1706, 
liberty was obtained to trade at Ban- 
jar-Misin, without objections being 
made to fortifications ; but the follow- 
ing year the English were driven from 
it by the natives, Tt was found thut 
no tride could be carried on there

pers Account of (ie Trade in Inia, c. 4, 
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without heavy Mexican gold coin, and wail 
that the government of the King and 
Princes was arbitrary and oppressive : 
a settlement eat Tong-borneo was 
therefore preferred. In 1736-7 the 
Company sent the ship Prince of 
Wales to Banjor-Massin, to trade for 
pepper, The expense for presents was 
deemed great, and the prices high, 
The ship sailed from thence with a 
cargo in 1738. Inthe year 1746, the 
ship Onslow was sent there. The 
Sultan received the Company's letter 
favourably; but afterwords ordered the 
Captain to be seized and kept pr- 
soner, tll = Prince of Muandura, a 
prisoner on board the English ship, 
should be given up to the Dutch; ond 
subsequently detained the vessel as a 
gu ip. The next year the Sultan 
would not allow an export of pepper 
till the English hod furnished him 
with pguardship; and he sent a let- 
ter to the English captain, informing 
him that he could not trade in his ter- 
ritories without leave of the Dutch, and 
they were therefore compelled to de- 
part. The Dutch entered into a con- 
tract with the Sulterf that year for the 
monopoly of pepper in his dominions, 

In 1770, Balambangun, a «mall is- 
land north of Borneo, possessing a con- 
venient harbour for shipping, was ced- 
ed to the Company by the Sultan of 
Sooloo. The Bombay Government 
wna inetructed to form o settlement 
there, the objects of which were to 
establish a mart for the exchange of 
the manufietures of Europe and the 
continent of India, against the pro- 
dnuctions of China and the Eastern 
countries; to acquire a shure in the 
spice trade; to extend the Company's 
trade to the unfrequented parts of 
Asia; and to divert the Chinese trade 
into a more nodvantageous chanel. 
Balambangan was to be declared a 
free port, open to all nations; but the 
trade in spices, raw silk, and opium, 
ta be reserved to the Company, and 
spice to be cultivated on the island. 
A small establishment of servants, con- 
sisting of a chief, two councillors, two

factors, and two writers, wns appointed 
by the Court of Directors, to whom 
alone they were to be subordinate. 

This settlement was formed in 1775, 
and in 1775 the English settlers were 
treacherously expelled by the Sooloas, 
During the peace of 1803, the Bengul 
Government restored the settlement 
of Balambangan; but on the renewal 
of hostilities the Court were induced, 

by weighty cotsiderntions, to direct 
it to be withdrawn. 

With the Philippine islands, the 
Company’s endeavours to open trade 
were thwarted by the power and in- 
uence possessed by the Spaniards in 
that quarter. Vurioas attempts were 
made between 1648 and 16% to trade 
with the Manillas. In 1681 the Com- 
pany sent 60 pieces of, Colchester 
baize to Buntum, for the purpose of 
being introiluced cirevitously into Ma- 
nilla, with » view of creatiuga demand 
for these British manufactures. Bot no 
trafic was permitted without a license, 
and so rigilly and cruelly was the law 
enforced by the Spaniards, that in 
1668 a Danish Commander was exe 
cuted, and his crew imprisoned, for 
attempting to trade without one. The 
Company in consequence endeavoured 
to procure liberty to trade, by means 
of the English Ambassador at Madrid, 
but without success. In 1675, the 
Presidency of Bantam, finding a glut 
of European commodities, owme to 
the transit of goods being stopped 
China, by a revolution in that country, 
attempted to find o vent for them at 
Manilla. The Company's servants 
wrote os follows: “The baize and 
Norwich stuffs have’ been shewn to 
these people, and Punkee (the King 
of Tywan's Minister) has been ac- 
quainted that they are sent out as a 
trial for Manilla. They are n sort of 
manufacture they have not seen, »0 
are unwilling to meddle with them; 
on the Company's account, freight 
free, on his junk,* which, though of-

lin yenture arrived at Ma 
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fering no certainty of # good prices 
miiny be better than keeping or return- 
ing them.” “We had often urged 
on the Tywanners,} that the chintz 
and quilts were commodities proper for 
Manilla, but to no avail until this 
year, when a scarcity of China goods 
helped us off with the remains of 
the chintz.” “On the despatch of 

their junks to Japan, we huve never 
emitted to invite them to buy some 
of our Europe cloth ; but they, fear- 
ing some inconvenience may accrue: 
because we are not received there, 
have hitherto declined.” 

With the large southernmost island, 
Mindanao, they were of first more 
successful, In the instructions sent out 
by the London Company, by the ship 
Adventure, 19th Nov. 1684, they 
direct the supracargoes, if possible, to 
open a trade with Mindanao, ond 
settle a factory there; and to advise 
Fort St. George, by letter, what Eng- 
lish woollens may be disposed of ; also 
promising large gratuities and future 
promotion in their service, if they, 
should prove snccessiul. The King 
of Mindanao having sent a letter to 
the Company, inviting them to send 
aship and factors thither, and offer- 
ing them a settlement, the Company’s 
ship before-named, in obedience to the 
(Court's instructions, on the 17th Dec. 
1685, pursued her voyage to that island, 
On the 25th January BEES, Oe he 
chief town of Mindanao, in ‘the teri 
tories under the King. The Com- 
pany's factors were civilly received by 
the King and the Admiral; but when —

The unprofitable nature of the voy- 
age, and the King's evasive conduct 
in fespeet to a settlement with the 
security of a fort, appear to have pre- 
vented the Company and their ser- 
vants from renewing the negocintion, 
or sending a ship the following year. 
Without a settlement ond fort, there 
wis no security for the Coimpnny’s 
servants and property, The people 
of Mindanao could net defend thems 
selves from their neighbours the Soo- 
loos, who were formidable pirntes ;

In July 1686, Capt. Dampier visited

In 1696, further attempt wos made ; 
the Court of Directors, by letter dated 
2hth May 1606, directed an ombassy

In the year 1781, the Company's 
attention was again directed to the

Upon the establishment of the pre- 
gent Government of Prince of Wales’ 
Idand, in 1805, their attention was 
called to the best means of securing 
the port of Acheen agninst any hos 
tile power. ‘The Court, in their letter 
to that Government, observe that Ben- 
coolen, ina political und commercial 
point of view, had become of no im- 
portance; pepper, its only produce, 
being losing concern, could be better 
supplied from Prince of Wales’ Island 
and the Malabar coast. In reply, the 
Government represented that time ay 
fot unfavourable to n settlement at 
Achees, but that it could not be el- 
fected without a considerable forse 
of Enropean as well as nutive troops, 
to maintain a permanent fort there; on 
which account the plan was given up.

Accordingly Sir John 
Child, in 1685, addressed a letter to 
the Burealong, or Prime Minister of 
Siun, explaining the difference be- 
tween the Company's servants ‘and 
Private-trader concerning which some 
misanderstandings had arisen. Ano- 
ther letter wo afterwards addressed 

to the King. It was observed that 
this Prince was favourable towurds 

foreigners, and that Sinm was a port 

of considerable commerce ; and there- 
fore the Company's former losses Were 
to be attributed to mismanagement, 
and the malignity of the prime minister, 
Constantine Phaulkon, an Italian. 

In 1687, an insurrection of the Ma- 
cassars took place at Siam, by which 
the country was thrown into confusion, 
and. the Prime Minister narrowly es- 
caped, ‘The Macossarcse were all de- 
stroyed, The Company's losses arising 
eut of the troubles, as appears from a 
letter from the President of Fort St. 
George to the King of Siam, dated in 
1687, amounted to 65,000, for which 
sttisfaction wei demanded, or war 
would be declared. The next year 
there was a magsscre at Siam, The 
Company were also advised that six 
French men of war, with 1,400 sol- 
diers, had arrived to assist the King, 
and that Constantine Phaulkon had

have been left are more minute, and 
abound with more copious and inte- 
resting details respecting the geography, 
manners and customs of the country, 
We shall endeavour to condense and 
blend the particulars contained in the 
narrative of Mr, Chapman,* who waa 
deputed in L778 to conduct two Co- 
chin-Chincse Mandarins} of high rank 
to their native country, and wus charged 
to endeavor at opening © commer- 
cial intercourse with that kingdom ; 
those furnished by Mr. Roberta,t in 
the report of his unsuccessful, mission 
in 1804; and various details gleaned 
from Mr. Barrow's Voyage to Cochin- 
China, made in the year 1793, 

Previously, however, we will observe 
that the commerce of Cochin-China

Legistature, the former is the only place 
to which we could resort to enable ws 
to carry on the Chinese trade with 
security and profit. But the causes 
which have hither frustrated our en- 
deavours to form a commercial con- 
nection with Cochin-China still, in o 
great measure, continue to operate. 
The French and Portuguese keep up 
their relations with the Government, 
and are not scrupulous ss to the means 
they employ to exclude competitors. 
In 1807, Lieut. Ross was sent to the 
coast of Cochin-Clina to survey the 
Paracels, and entrusted with m very 
friendly letter to the King; but he ex- 
perienced the most inhospitable treat- 
ment. By subsequent information, the 
prejudices which exist ngainst the 
English were found to be inveterate, 
and to have been created by the scan- 
dulows misrepresentaiions of the Por- 
tuguesc. Perhaps a still greater ob- 
stacle is the iniifference of the Go- 
yernment to foreign commerce, We 
mist not wesume this aversion to arise 
from mere caprice, or to be so absurd 
ai too many are apt to suppose it, To 
encourage foreign trade is not the po- 
licy of every nation.

When Mr. Chapman visited this 
country, it was almost entirely “sub- 
dued by the usurper Ignaack” (or Yin- 
yac), formerly a wealthy merchant who 
traded extensively with China and Ja- 
pan.* He treated him with civility, 
and condescended to explain to him 
the causes of his cleyntion. His state- 
nient was in the accustomed style in 
such cases: setting forth “ that the 
lute King and his Ministers, having by 
their oppressions starved the people, it 
had pleased God to make him the 
instrument of their deliverance, and to 
roise him to the throne,” &c. In his 
subsequent audience, Mr. Chapman ad- 
dressed the King de facto, telling him 
that he was a servant of the English 
Government in Bengal, from whenee 
he was deputed to settle a conunerctal 
and friendly intercourse with Cochin- 
China, The King replied, “ that the 
fame of the English exploits at sea had 
reached him, and that he had heard 
they exceeded all other nutions im the 
number of their ships, and excelled in 
the management of them; but they 
made an il use of the advantage: for 
he had also been informed that they 
indiscriminately attacked and plunder- 
ed whatsoever vesels they met with; 
that he was very willing to permit the 
English to trade to his ports, and 
hoped that they in return would not 
molest his galleys.” To this Mr,Chap- 
man replied, “ that the first part of 
his information, respecting the power 
of the English at sea, wat strictly trie 5

In the course of his megocin- 
tions with the King and his Ministers, 
many professions of friendship were 
made; and the King declared he was 
willing to receive English vessels on 
the same terms as those of other no- 
tions, But every measure for securing 
the trade from inconveniences, and the 
allowing of a resident at Cochin-China, 
were positively rejected. Mr, Roberts 
observes, “ alter a full and attentive 
consideration of every part of his Ma- 
jesty's conduct, it appears, as far as my 
judgment will enable me to decide, to 
have evinced from the first a determi- 
nation to decline any counection with 
the English nation.” 

The lost record of the Company" r) 
intercourse with Cochin-China, is in 
the year 1508, when the Bengal Go- 
vermment applied to the King by letter 
to procure_payment for some timber 
furnished him by Messrs, Abbott andl 
Maitland, merchants of Madras: but 
this applicution, though repented, 
proved ineffectual. 

Should the improved condition of 
Cochin-China, and a change of senti- 
ment in the Government towards us, 
open inore favourable prospects of con- 
hection with that country ; the resem-

According to extracts from o re- 
gister of the first factory in 1672, the

encut difficulty succeeded, on cj aga 
ing day, by avoiding the route the army 
had taken, and going weross through:

He had, however, 
the sutisfaction of saving the whole of 
his baggage, though mostof that of the 
army was lost. 

It was during the latter part.of this 
compduign that Burr (having been inter- 
medintely promoted to a Licutenancy) 
hod the hongur of being offered, though 
the junior officer of the corps, the 
command of the Grenadier company of © 
the 2d battalion of Native Infantry, to 
exchange from the ist Bombay Regt., 
in the light company of which corps 
he bad been placed as an Ensign, 
This. flattering compliment he natu- 
rally accepted, and secompanied his 
new corps to Seringspatam on the 
mececding campaign, where it had 
the honour of supporting his old regi- 
ment in the distinguished part it borein 
the action of the 22d of February, ex- 
posed to the severe cannonade of the 
fort, and the fire of the army to which 
it was opposed without. This action 
was followed, on the succeeding mornu- 
ing, by 4 suspension of hostilities, which 
led to the Partition Treaty of 1792, 
the consequent evacuation of Mysore, 
and the return of the Bombay Army to 
Malabar, where his wosemployed, 
immedintely after CER. gino 
the Noorganaad. Rajah. This petty 
prince falling into our hands, Lieut, 
Burr was selected to guard him md. 
after the death of his prisoner, was 
appointed ta accompany his successor

Some time after 
this, his Corps was again actively om- 
ployed, and continued, till the conclu 
sion of 1704, serving i in the interior of 
Malabar against thedlisaffccted Rajahs 
and.

was appointed to the Garrison Staff mt 
Polgateherry, in which situation he 
remained till his promotion to a com- 
pany in 1800, ultimately succeeding to 
the command of that fortress. During 
the then recent hostilities with the Sul- 
tan of Mysore, he had been entrusted 
with the negotiutions which it was 
deemed advisable ot that time to en- 
courngé with the Polyghar Princes on 
the Sulten’s frontiers, and sxceeeded 
in establishing with them the most 
amicable relations and co-operation, 
andl direct communication through the 
enemy's country with our own districts 
in the Carnatic, 

On his promotion to a COMpErry, 
being also honoured with the nppoint- 
ment of Aid-de-comp to the Com- 
mandme officer of the forces, he set 
out for the Presidency of Bombay; 
but the monsoon had set in, and the 
ship on board of which he had em- 
barked at dore was wrecked. 
He was consequently obliged to pro- 
ceed to Gon, from whence he cf- 
fected his possage to the Presi- 
dency about the end of Augiuet— 
Soon after his arrival, an expedi- 
tion being under orders for Exypt, he 
obtained permission to necompany the 
let battalion of his regiment, in com- 
mand of its light Qompany., Before it 
sailed, however, he was nominated to 
an appointment onthe Stf ofthe expe- 

omiequence, ms he whe given 
ediuhdentnnd of the great interest he 
had taken in preparing his transport 
for that service. Th the discharge of 
the duties of his new situation, he had 
the good fortune to be particularly s- 
lected by General Sir John, then Col. 
Murray, to proceed in advance of the 
arTy into the desart, in order to ee 
port as to the probable supply of 
water, and to direct the march of the 
army accordingly, He performed this 
duty to: the entire satisfaction of the 
Colonel, and sclected a spot where he 
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subsequently placed a detachment and 
working cart, whose success in sink- 
ing several wells (which the Arabs still 
call by his name) eftcouraged hopes 
that similar good success might attend 
our efdesvours at other equally eligi- 
ble distances. “These hopes, however, 
were not realized; for no further dis- 
covery of the kind was made, though 
stron detachments were nfterwards 
sent in advance to accomplish this de- 
aituble object, as well os to improve 
those resting places that were already 
known to the greenies nines out 
by them, He . 
tended and regulated the distribution of 
the water and forage to the division that 
accompanied the park, which was the 
strongest, and, from the number af draft 
cattle, the most difficult and embarras- 
sing of all others to crosa this 
and desart tract, He had tho satisfue- 
tion however to find that not a « : 
casualty occurred either in the troops,

The army, which had thus crossed 
the desart by divisions, being assembled 
at Gheena on the Nile, previous to its 
enibarkation for Lower Egypt, Capt. 
Burr was sent in command of a con- 
voy that proceeded by land to Cuiro,. 
nnd though often beset and midnoced 
by large bodies of Bedouins, reached. 
that capital without logs. From, 
he accompanied the ammy to Rosetta 
by water, and subsequently to Alex- 
sndrin, He returned by way of Suez, 
about the middle of 1802, nnd lar 
in Bombay early in July. He lost t no 
time in repairing to join his corps at 
Baroda, in Guzerat, where affairs were 
in a most unsettled state.

On the ‘breaking out of hostilities 
with Scindia, a force having proceeded 
tgainst Brooch under Col. Wooding- 
tons command, Burr upplivd for per- 
mission to attempt the surprise of the 
important and formidable fortress of 
Powaghur, an immense fastness of 
cxcesive elevation, and se difficult of 
access as to be regarded impreenable. 
He had ascertained, however, that the 
Bheels, in whose districts it was si- 
tuated, occasionally scaled the. moun- 
tain and robbed the washermen of 
the garrison of their linen; he did 
not despair, therefore, of succveding 
in. his object, by means of the n- 
sistance of these people, though well 
aware of the difficulties of the no- 
dertnking. It was, however, doomed 
too hazardous un enterprise, anil on 
the fall of Broach, the place wos 
regularly besieged, nd the lower - 
works being Oe eas breached, the 
garrison whe in Into @ sur-

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of a very few days, a macs of inform 
tion, which our Resident at Baroda 
Lieut-Colonel Walker, was pleased to 
acknowledge, surpassed any thing he 
had been np to obtain regarding the 
Company's districts in that neighbour- 
hood, of which he had for many 
months been in charge. This desirable 
object having been satisfactorily ac- 
complished, our army proceeded to 
the northward through the Pandawa- 
na Pass, in pursuit of Cannojee, who, 
during the rains, had assembled a large 
force on the north-eastern frontier, 
which, retiring into Malwa as we ad- 
vuneed, left us at liberty to direct our 
attention thither, We accordingly pro- 
ceeded to Dohud, o fertile and inte- 
resting as well as locally important 
district of the enemy's, to which o 
division of the army under Major 
Holmes hod been previously detached. 
The rupid progress of the war in 
the Deccan, under the personal com- 
mand of Sir Arthur Welledey, had, 
bowever, led to acrisis that disappoint- 
ed the anxious hopes we bad entertained 
of penetrating into Malwa, in co-operu- 
tion with the army in the Deccan ; and 
the peace which immediately ensued 
obliged us to retrace our steps to our 
own territories in Guzerat, after re- 
placing Scindin’s officers in possession 
of the Dohud Purgunnah. The civil 
arrangements of this district, having 
been entrusted to Captain Burr, had 
constituted an object of his most anx- 
jous pride and solicitude; and he 
had reason to believe thot his general 
conduct was highly approved by the 
Most Noble the Marquis Wellesley 
andthe Supreme Government; and 
that he had likewise obtained credit 
by certain negociations of a political 
nature, by which the confidence of his 
commander, Colonel Murray, had af- 
forded him an opportunity of render- 
An interval of suspense succeeded 
the termination of this war, and occa- 
Sioned the Guaerat Field Army being 
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drawn from Malabar and the Decean: 
Ultimately this army advanced again 
to the confines of Malwa, and after a 
short halt at Dobud, to Oogein, the 
capital of Scindia, at this time our ally. 
This place had been menaced i Basse 
then in grent force aot Mundosur, an 
important position, and well chosen 
by that able and enterprizing chiefinin, 
as it equally menaced the capitals of 
our allies in Guzerat and Malwa, and 
both the British divisions then in the 
field, under the respective commands 
of Colonels Monson and Murray. 

Tt would be useless to enter into a 
minute detail of the movements of 
that portion of the army te which the 
subject of this memoir was attached, 
and whose welfare was more imme. 
diately the object of his solicitude; it 
may suffice therefore to observe, that 
he was principally, it may be said 
wholly, entrusted with the conduct of 
a variety of political negociations and 
communications, which he had the 
pleasure to reflect were discharged in 
a manner thot left him nothing to re- 
gret, and probably occasioned the 
order which the Most Noble the 
Marquis Wellesley, then Governor- 
General, issued shortly after, via thot 
whatever Native Auxiliary Troops were 
subsidized in Malwa, to act with our 
force, should be placed under the im- 
melinte charge of Capt. Burr: a com- 
pliment which reflected upon him the 
greater credit, as he hod never had 
the honour of being personally intro- 
duced to that exalted and distinguish- 
ed nobleman. 

The conduct of the Gueerat field 
foree In Malwn having proved aatis- 
factory to the Supreme Government, 
Major-General, now Sir Richard Jones, 
was appointed to the command ; this 
howerer occasioned no alteration in 
the General Steiff of the Army, with: 
which Capt. Burr continued to serve 
throughout the campaigns in Hin- 
dostan and Sikkawatty. In the former 
of these campaigns, he hadthe honour 
af being intrusted with different con- 
fidential aa by his Excel-

Tt was in the succeeding campaign,

On the return of the Bombay Gu- 
: Army, the feld force being 
1 tip, he was appointed to the 
Ml of the Ist bat. of the 7th 
Tegiment then in the Deccan, and coon 
after sent to Goa, where he com 
inn at ded At the fortress of the Agunda, 
idlurme the whole of the ticussions 
with the Pottaguese Government. In 
the execution of this duty, ho hod the 
> gratification of possessing the con- 
fidence, and of acquitting himself to 
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the entire satisfication of that able 
and highly intelligent officer, Colonel, 
now Major-General Adams, who com- 
manded the British force within the 
Portuguese territories; and to whose 
superior talents, as o statesman and 
in officer, may be justly attributed the 
discomfiture of oll the hostile mua- 
chinations of his Excellency the Count 
de Sarcerdes, who hod been vested 
with a special commission and extra- 
ordinary powers, through the then 
powerful influence and ascendancy of 
the French Cabinet at Lisbon, 

Anexpedition into Kattywar being 
deemed necessary before the monsoon 
of 1800, the corps commanded by 
Barr, who obtained 9 majority in Oc- 
tober 1807, was recalled to Bombay 
for that purpose; but owing to the 
impediments it met with on its passage, 
was unavoidably detained at Bombay, 
to replace the grenodier battalion of 
the Ist regiment, which had been sent 
forward to Kattywar in its stent. On 
the termination of the monsoon, it 
wis, however, again ordered to-join 
that force then destined for Cutch; 
but in consequence of the irruption of 
Ameer Khan into Berar, wea ordered 
iminediately to join the force inthe Dec- 
can, With this arnmyit soon after took 
the field, and Major, Burr commanded 
the light brigade during that campaign ; 
butus the division had merely been ad- 
vanced for the evcutual éupport of Cre- 
neral Close, itwas not called inte getive 
operation, The remainder of that 
and the succeeding year being passed 
in cantonments at Seroor, aiforded to 
Major Burr an opportunity of devoting 
his best endeavours to the i inprowie= 
nent of his corps, and he was reward- 
ed by its attaining a degree of pro- 
feisional reputation and éefet, chat 
proved a highly Eratifying and flutters 
ing return for the anxious solicitude 
he had ever felt in its behalf 

In December 1811, his battalion was 
relieved by the gretadier battalion 
from Kaira in Guzerat, whose position 
We were ordered to occupy. — fo puor- 
suAnED of this arrangement, the boat- 
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talion had reached Punwell, when an 
express was received for its proceed- 
ing to Bombay, for the purpose of be- 
ing embarked for Porebunder in Kut- 
tywar, to form part of a field force 
asembled in that quarter for the at- 
tack of the Newanugeur Rajah, a 
powerful tributary of the Gwicwur 
State. To obedience to this brupt 
and unexpected order, the whale 
corps procesde) to the Presidency, 
and embarked a {pw days after for 
what was considered a novel’ service, 
one thousand two hundred and forty 
strong, without a single casualty from 
the day of the receipt of the order for 
its new destination. This was certainly 
a wtriking instance, on the part of the 
corps, of honourable devotion to their 
officers and the service ; and it is much 
to be regretted thot it was attended 
with a very severe loss; several of the 
boats on which the troops were em- 
barked being tainted and driven 
back by a storm which they encounter- 
ed on their passage, and one of them 
foundering at sed, having on boord 
two Europeon officers, the Assistant 
Surgeon, and upwards of a hundred 
men and follow ers, aut of which num- 
ber only two were saved, 

The service at Nowanuggur having 
honourably terminated, and udiled to 
the credit the corps had previously at- 
tulned, Major Burr was ordered with 
his corps and the troop of Bombay 
cavalry to Gnzerat, where fresh in- 
trigues at Baroda rendered it probable 
that our presence would be required. 
Evety thing, however, was restored to 
tranquillity before the arrival of the 
troops on the frontier. Leaving the 
envalry, therefore, to cuntoon at Run- 
poor, Major Burr proceeded on to 
Kaira, art cantooned the corps, which 
remained there till June 1815; part of 
it, however, was intermediately cm- 
ployed ¢ on the northern frontier of the 
province, and latterly. another portion 
with the field force asseimbled on the 
Mayhe, under the ‘cotimand of Col,, 
afterwards 2 Sir George 
Holmes: on this Goeaiicn Major Burr

he@ist January 1813. 

This force being broken up in May, 
the corps was immediately after direct- 
ed to form « port of the field force, 
then ordered to be assembled in Kat- 
tywar, under the command of Col. 
Eust, C.B.; and continned to serve 
with it during the whéle of that ser- 
vice and the succeeding campaign in 


_Cutch, in which Lieut.-Col. Burr ¢om- 


manded the attack against the impor- 
tant city and fortress of Anjar, which 
terminated in its reduction, ita Chief 
deeming it most prudent to surrender 
unconditionally, at the moment when 
arrangements for the immediate storm 
were preparing; oO powerful hat- 
tery of five 18-pounders, which had 
been erceted during the preceding . . 
night, having effected a practicable 
breach, and destroyed the 7 
defences during the ‘course of the day. 

From Anjar the force proceeded to 
Booj, when negociations being succeed 
ed by a peace, its efforts were ul- 
imately directed to the subjugation of 
the inuwbordinate districts of Cutch, 
und the reduction of the remaining 
fastnesses occupied by the pirates of

sickness obliged Licut.-Col. Burr, how- 
ever, in the midst of these ulterior 
operations,” ty quit his troops, with 
very faint hopes of a recovery ; Wor was 
it Gl fourteen months after that he 
was able to rejoin his corps, oft is 
proceeding to the Deccan, in Ayoril 
1817.

beyond the Godavery. 
Tk was at this interesting juncture 
that (the officer who commanded the 
Poomsh Brigade being appointed to 
the staff of the Presidency of Bombay), 
the command of this interesting division 
of the British force in ludia devolved 
on Lieut.-Col, Burr, under circum. 
stances of peculinr difficulty; for though 
he had for some tine past been soffici- 
eatly recovered to mount his horse,and 
undergo all ordinary exertion, it seem- 
ed likely that far more than ordinary 
efforts, both of body and mind, would 
be immediately required. The brigade 
under his command occupied a position 
so completely identified with the capi. 
tal (Poona), that the Maazine, in 
whieh were concentrated all our re- 
sources and means of defence, was 
not.one hundred yurds from the su- 
burbs of the city; within which, and 


in the adjacent camps, his Highness’s 
army occupied the mast fayournhle 
and proximate quarters, seating them- 
selves within a few yards of our depét 
‘of stores, which had been unfortu- 
nately placed at one extremity of the 


camp; while the tremury, in which 
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there were several lacs of rupees, oc- 
cupied the opposite flank of our strag- 
gling cantonment, The din and cla- 
mour of their troops and naggnras 
throughout the night, with the mo- 
Mentary expectation of their sallying 
from their positions, which in wtmonner 
embraced the whole extent of that we 
occupied, and the general report ex- 
isting at the time of our haitive troops 
having been tampered with and se- 
duced from their ‘hlleginnce by the 
Peishwa, rendered our situation at that 
moment extretiely ¢ritical and preem- 
rious; purtivularly as the very site 
of our cantomments was so unfurtu- 
hately contiguous tothe plantations and 
enclosures of the suburbs, as to afford 
ample cover to the enemy's infantry, 
even on the verge of tho cantonment. 
Under these circumstances, it became 


# wecessary to abandon our situation, 


und take up new ground at Kirkee, 
about three miles to the north, it 
being evident that we could’ no 
longer with common prudence or fore 
sitht continue in the former, menaced 
with an attuck both day and night.

whole of the stores and provisions, 
without any molestation, (it had been 
neccesary however to have a strong 
detachment on the old ground till 
every thing was brought away) there 
could be little doubt that the die wos 
cast, and that o few days if not hours 
would present the denowement of 
his policy. Our Resident, howbver, 
determined to postpone to the last 
moment the adoption of any measures 
that might be construed into fear 
er concession, and continued at his 
post, till the afternoon of the Sth Nov., 
when the Residency wos nearly sur- 
rounded by the Peishwa's troops 
moving out ta commence hostilities ; 
this left him no other course to 
pursue than an immediate obandon- 
ment of the Residency, and every 
thing it contained, and to retreat forth- 
with to camp. Meantime the move- 
ments of the enemy had rendered it ne- 
cesaary to fall in the brigade, which, in 
consequence of a communication from 
the Resident, placing Lieut.-Col. Burr 
at liberty to act hostilely, was imume- 
diately put in motion, with the view 
in the first instance of securing his 
retreat from the Sangaum, which hav- 
ing been anticipated, induced the Co- 
jonel to occupy an intermediate post 
to cover our position, and the brigade 
of bis Highness's regular infantry at 
Dupooree. By this movement he afford- 


ed the latter an opportunity, which they. 


fortunately embraced, of joining us, tak- 
ing wp their position in line with three 
field piecesas the action began ; which 
was commenced by his Highness"s army 
opening a cannonade on our line, 
which, on being assured of the co-oper- 
ation of the Peishwa's brigade, Col. 
Burr had put in motion with a view of 
attacking their position, 

As the details of this glorious ond 
memoruble engagement ore to be 
found in the official report of that im- 
‘portant day, which, to say the least 
of it, gave a tone to the events and 
polities of the war, it will not be ne-

victorious return to camp, he delivered 
aver the command of the brigade to 
Lieut.-Col. Osborne, who had reached 
the post at Kirkee during the action, 
ond had been appointed to one of 
the corps then under the command 
of Liewt.-Col, Burr. 

it is unnecessary to dwell on the 
events which intervened till the arrival 
and junetion of Brigadier-General 
Smith's army, os they are devoid of 
general interest ; nor is it requisite to 
recapitulate those which followed, on 
the junction of the headquarters of 
the force, which soon after murched 
from Poona in pursuit of his High- 
nese's army, leaving Lieut.-Col. Burr 
gain in command of the brigade and 
position o¢cupied at the enemy's ea- 
pital ; neither is it desirable to detail 
the very unpleasant discussions which 
occurred between Lieut.-Col, Burr and 
his Commander, and which occasioned 
his resignation of that honourable 
commanil, 

On his arrival at the Presidency in 
March 1818, he was appointed to the 
divisional command of the southern 
district of Guzerat, which he had the 
honour of holding till Jonuary 1819, 
when his Excellency the Right Hon. 
Sir Evan Nepean, the late Governor 
of Bombay, having in contemplation 
the military organization of the con- 
quered districts in the Concan, re- 
moved him to the southward, a5 « 
preliminary measure to nominating 
him to a more extensive command. 
An opportunity however, intermedinte- 
ly offered of placing him on the Staff 
at the Presidency, and be had thus 
the sntisfaction of succeeding to a si- 
tuntion in Bombay, which he retained — 
until his death, 

In concluding this brief memoir, it 
may suffice to observe that no par-

of one of Sophocles’ plays; for had 
the Professor (as to Munsif he was in- 
capable of doing it), ever read over

To the Editor of the Asiatic Journal, 


Sm :—The ipt to Guichin's 


lust letter on Persian Anthology an- 


nounces his intention of publishing his 
answer to Professor Stewart and to 
Munaif, tu this number of your Journal. 

Of the werits, or rather the de- 
merits of his translation, Persian scho- 
lure have but one opinion; and of the 
motives which urged him to make such 
an exposure of himself, the Public has 
not been turdy or unable to form a 
just estimate, Me has allowed the most 
unbecoming vanity toimpel him to trans. 
gress the rules of propriety; and, un- 
der the pretence of giving a more li- 
teral translation than that of Professor 
Stewart, be hos become the plagiarist 
of the very gentleman whom he had 
asaumeil to himself the tithe to criticise 
and condemn. 

“Tt may be convenient for Gulchin 
to attempt to inypress upon the public 
mind, that any one whe has held him 
up to deserved oblogiy is unworthy 
of “a second notice ;" and perhape, 


taking every thing into consideration, 

the most plausible mode of retreat is 
to put a bold face on the matter, and 
confine himself to a general defence, 
though the charges of Munasif are pre- 
cise and specific. 

The Public will not easily forget that 
Gulchin made on waproveted attack, 
in which false criticism ond the in- 
sinuation of sordid motives, agminst & 
gentleman of undoubted libernlity, 
were the least of his delinquencies. If 
he has, in consequence, been made to. 
writhe under the just lash of counter- 
criticism, be has no one to blame but 
himself. His friends cannot urge, Im

with by men of Gulchin's stamp.

ON DR. GILCHRIST'S MODE OF INSTRUCTION, 
To the Edifor of the Anatie Journal. 


Sm:—In the Asiatic Journal for De- 
’ ember, Dr. Gilchrist, with a view to 
describe the process of his instruction, 
ays, “ My students commence read- 
ing a short story at the lecture-room 
in the roman characters first, which 
they immediately afterwards peruse in 
the nugree and persian letiers also, 
before they translate it literally into 
english: and, a little further, he 
says, “these exercises communicate 
eastern and western orthoepigraphy si- 


multancouly, with o practical know-. 


ledge of the language, by the constant 
uc pee of colloquial cramples, by 
myself and pupils, from ten till two 

o'clock every lecture aay, both in hin- 
doostanee and persian.” This infor- 
mation, together with a knowledge of 
the proficiency attributed to Dr, Gil- 
christ’s pupils, both by himself in print, 
and by some advocates of his in the 
Court of Proprietors, induced me to 
look over the most common books re- 
commended by him to learners, as well 
as to form an opinion on the general 
resalt of his instruction, and on the 


effect of the Roman letter system be 
promulgates. 

In one of his Iately published books, 
which is called “ The Stranger’ Infal- 
lible Enst-Indian Guide,” &c. ot page 
18 of the preface, Dr. Gilchrist writes, 
“To students who wisely commence 
their oriental career with the grand 
popular speech of india, which has 
hitherto been very undeservedly super- 
seded by the persian, while desraded 
and misrepresented under the absurd 
term of moorish jargon, or moors, all 
the works enumerated in the sobse- 
quent catalogue will necessarily prove 
of the highest utility ond impor- 
tance" and this catalogue comiprises 
most likely, all that the Doctor has in 
print. As he, however, makes no men- 
tion of Grammar in his course of Lec- 
tures, the works now supplied by bim 
to his pupils, to enable them to learn 
the principles of the Hindustani and 
Persian, as well as to read the groper 


characters of those languages, require 
especial notice, und may suffice for my

$6 of the preface to the first volume 
of the British Indian Monitor, too, he 
says, “ very few beginners will pro- 
perly advert to the absolute necessity 
of learning a sufficient stock of words 
by heart:" and, ot p. 15 of the pre- 
face to * The Stranger’s Infallible Bast- 
Indian Guide,” which comprizes 450 
pages, besides a long preface, he says, 
“to those readers who will, so, dar

tions, in the outset of every scientific 
pursuit ; and when it 1 duly observed,

English vocabulary,” all in the Roman 
characters; but the arrangement of 
it is so extraordinary and complex, 
that a novice oust take some time and 
pains to discover the method of using 
it; and a mere learner of Hindustani 
with Dr.G. must purchase this volume, 
the first part of which relates entirely 
to Persian, for the purpose solely of 
getting the vocabulary which it con- 
tains. 

To teach young men to read Hin- 
dustani words in Roman characters 
is not very difficule, and they muy 
soon be tanght to repeat sone ¢om- 
mon phrases, by way of discourse ; 
but they will not very easily compre- 
hend the construction of the Hinda- 
stani and Persian languages, fram the 
mere use of the elementary books 
Dr. G. now offers them. The ex- 
tracts above given are but a very few 
of the many paradoxical, obscure, and 
extravagant paisages these books con- 
tain: avd, the style of the English is 
in general so diffuse and unpolished, 
that they whe have been accustomed 
to good writers must be thoroughly 
diszusted at it, A just notion, too, 
of the use of the Persian and Nagart 
characters cannot be acquired from 
the very limited and incorrect spe- 
cimens introduced in these books. The 
unauthorized and erroneous way in 
Which these specimens are written, 
may not without reason lead to the 
suspicion, that the author's motives 
for preferring the Roman to the pro- 
per characters, are not merely to fa- 
cilitate the progress of learners, but 
ulsoto shelter himself. In my opinion, 
the grammatical construction and the 
use of the proper characters of the 
Hindustani ought principally to be 
attended to in this country. Hy Jearn- 
ing characters from a well in- 
formed teacher, all the difficulties of 
Hindustani. pronunciation, and these 
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are not great, will be fully surmounted, 
When the powers of the different 
letters in the Sanskrit and Porsian 
al pliabiet: are ascertained, which may 
be done by reading them over a very 
few times, nothing in pronunciation 
tan remain doubtful, because each 
letter or symbol, with authorized marks 
ina few cases, constantly denotes one 
invariable sound.

‘Tre causes which have baffled the 
Company's attempts to openadcommer- 
tial intercourse, directly agd indirectly, 
with the opulent empire of Japan, are 
net merely the backwardness or dis- 
inclination of the Government to en- 
courage external traffic (upon which 
point some difference of opinion exists), 

or its political jealousy, but the ma- 
shiniiieis ofthe Dutch, who having 
contrived to supplant their predeces- 
sors, the Portuguese, availed themselves 


of the prejudices of the natives to es 


tablish an exclusive system of traffic 
with Japan, which no European nn- 
ton has hitherto been able to demolish. 


Tn consequence of the insuperable bar- 


rier thus offered to the Company's ef- 
forts, they were few, and almost uni- 
formly unsuccessful, We shall, there- 
fore, despatch this part of our subject 
as briefly as possible, and devote the 
chief portion of this section to recerd- 
ing ina more detailed manner the rise 
and progress of our commercial rela- 
tions with the Empire of China, 
Asiatic Joura.—No. 74. 





When the English first arrived at 
Japan, the entrepot of its foreign com- 
metee seems to hove been at Firando, 
B port situated upon an island of that 
name, which owed its rise to the 
Duteh factory estublished there. Tt 
was their grand staple, and as their 
commerce increase, they constructed 
large magazines and handsorie build- 
ings, until they awakened the jealousy 
of the Emperor, who at length removed 
them from the island, and restricted 
their trade to the port of Nangasuki, 
en the island of Ximo, which has 
since been the sole point of contact 
with foreign nations.

When the island of Java was wrested 
from the Dutch towards the close of 
the war, Mr- Raffles, opon being ap- 
pointed Lieut.-Governor, considering 
that the cupitulation for Java andl its 
dependencies included the factory of 
Japan, took measures for reopening, 
the communication between those 
places (which had ceased. for four 
years) und of transferring to. the Bri- 
tah the trade formerly Tho p oli iq: 
by. the Duteh nation, According: 
mission we . de under 
Ainstic *: Mr, Wardenaar, former 
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Thutch iirector at Japan, to take pos 
session of the factors, and to negociate 
with the Juponese Government. : 
The expedition arrived nt Nangasaki 
on the 4th July 1813, and met with a 
refusal on the port of the Dutch com- 
mercial director to deliver over the 
factory. The intercourse which Dr. 
Ainslie hod with the native authori- 
ties impressed! him with an opinion 
that the Japonese were free from pre- 
judices, even on the score of religion, 
that would obstruct an intercourse 
with Europeans; that an extensive 
mirket existed for the sule of British 
manninetures; and that the Chinese, 
so far from interfering with our views, 
ate held in disesteem, anid their visits 
only tolerated forthe sake of certain 
druge they bring from China, to the 
use of which the Jnponeee are much 
attached, Mr. Raflles, in consequence 
of Dr, Ainslie’s Report, recommended 
‘an embassy to Japan: he observes, 
‘however, “Tt would not ‘be ‘possi- 
ble to undertake this embassy ‘with 
any prospect of success, cither from 
Europe or from India; and T am con- 
fident that any attempt to secure the 
_ trade, except in the first ‘instance for 
the Enst-[ndin Company, would fail; 
indeed the nature of the Japoneése in- 
stitutions is such that it could not 
for many years be carried on by ge- 
‘fetal traders. Tt is also ‘a necessary 
consequence of the existing circum- 
stunces that the vessels should pro- 
coed from Batavia, because there con

This Island, called Formosa by the 
Portuguese, and afterwards by the 
Dutch, on account of its fine clin 
delightful prospects, and great fertility, 
is very advantageously situated, lying 
at the distance of only twenty-four 
leagues from the Coast of China, and 
hundred and fifty from Japan. Its 
commercial facilities are therefore con- 
siderable, und it abounds besides in 
vurions rich productions, It appears 
that the Dutch established themselves 
on the island about the year 1625, and 
built Fort Zealand, near Tywan, a 
Place of some strength, and well gor- 
msoned. The disorders in the Chinese 
Empire had driven numbers of the 
people to Formosa; and in 165%, 
they laid a very deep design for the 
destruction of the Dutch throughout 
the Island, which was discovered and 
defeated. In 1661, however, the 
Dutch were attacked by the Chinese, 
under the conduct of an insurgent 
homed Coxenia or Coxenga, with such 
resolution, that they were obliged the 
following year to evacuate the Island 
inavery deplorable condition, leaving 
behind them all the treasure belonging 
to the Dutch Company, valued ot 
£300,000, In 1663, they returned 
with the intention of recovering Ty- 
sai, but Were foiled in their attempt ; 
ond the Chinese, following up their 
success, took possession of Manilla, 
and designed to exclude the Dutch 
from the Straits. 

In the year 1635, the Presidency of 
Surat received a proposition from the 
Portuguese Viceroy at Goa, that the 
former should send a ship from Goa 
to Macao for goods on freight. The 
overture was accepted, and the Lon- 
don was immediately despatched to 
Goa. We shall here briefly advert to 
the causes which led to the occupation

Thomas Perce putea og ike oe 
1517, sailed with a fleet of eight Por- 
tuguese merchantmen to the Canton 
river, the vessels were stopped, ani 
only two suffered to proceed the 
river; on board of one of eH Ge 
the Ambassador Pereim, and the 
Commodore Andrada. The latter 
wos a man of such strict honour and 
probity, that he gained the good opi- 
nion of the Chinese, notwithstanding 
their aversion to strangers; and the 
Portuguese were at first trented with 
great civility. The conduct of the 
other commaniers, however, did mot 
correspond; and the disorders they 


caused so provoked the Chinese that 


they forced the fleet to depart, and 
detained Pereira, who eventually died 
there in a dungeon. Owing to this 
inauspicious beginning, some Fears 
elapsed before any further intercourse 
took place between the two nations, 
At length, towards the close of the 
sixteenth century, the Government of 
the province of Canton applied to the 
Portuguese, whose vessels were then 
at the Inland of Sanchan, to expel 
some pirates from Macao,” who not 
only blocked up the port of Canton, 
but besieged the city.

ceniling the river, they were met lby 
the Chinese Sub-Admiral, with twenty 
junks, who desired ‘them to anchor, 
and inquired why the English cunie 
there? Mr. Robinson replied, thot 
they cume to form a treaty of amity 
and commerce with Chin. Upon 
their explanation, the Chinese Ad- 
miral offered them a junk to carry up 
the Supracargoes, or other agents, to 
the town, provided the pinnace pro- 
ceeded no further. They accepted his 
offer, intending to deliver a petition 
to the Viceroy of Canton for license 
to settle n trade, When they came 
within five leagues of Canton, 1 mies- 
sae from the Hoppo,* the Chum- 
peat and other Mandarins, required 

them in friendly terms to ascend no 
further; recommending them rather 
to aeek for trade ot Marno, ond pro- 
mising if they would quit the river, to 
assist them in procuriig a license to 
trade from the Sul-Viceray. The Su- 
pracargoes judged it prudent to com- 
ply, and returned to the fléet, which 
was at anchor off Macao, Capt, Wei- 
dell meanwhile had been amused by 
the Portnguese Council at Macao, with 
the hope of being permitted to truile 
there; but after the Portnguese Japan 
fleet hind suiled, and were secure from 
attack, they sent an official letter to 
the Captain, positively refusing hin a 
license to trade. No people from the 
English ships were permitted to go on 
shore; and the rice supplied from the 
town was found, by experiment on 
some swine, to be very uiwholesome, 
Capt. Weddell then weighed from Mu- 
cao, and with the whole fleet went up

aah whilb tee Pattewaven, woeking 
upan the avarice of the Hitto, con- 
trived a plot against the English, 
which extended both to the Supra- 
cargoes at Canton and to the ships 
with Cupt.Weddell, They delivered 
to the captain, early in September, a 
protest for forcing a trade in the river, 
to which a written answer wos return- 
ed. On the same day Thomas Ro- 
binson, one of the Supracargoes, who 
had come down from Canton with 
two juuks laden with Chinese goods, 
and was returning: thither with mer- 
chandize and six chests of rials, wis 
arrested, by command of the Hitto, 
within four leagues of the city, with 
two other Englishmer accompanying 
him, and confined on board a junk. 
At two o'clock the next morning 
seven fire-junks also came down against 
the fleet, but-they were discovered 
and avoided. 
On the 14th September, Nuthanie! 
ond John Mounteney, the two Supra- 
cargoes, and an English youth, loft at 
and restrained from communicution 
with the fleet, or with the other Supra- 
cargo a prisoner on board the Hitto’s 
expelled, the fire quenched, and vie- 
tuniedenied them, A guord was placed 
to hinder access to them. After two

the Mandarin inquiring their inten- 
tions, they answered, that having been 
treacherously treated, they purposed 
to avenge themselves by firing the 
town ; on which he ordered the doors 
to be opened, but the guurd was not 
withdrawn, In these circumatances, 
John Mounteney, with a sword in one 
hand, and money in the other, several 
times sallied from the house on pas- 
sengers coming from the market with 
victuals, which he seized and paid for, 
At length the Authorities, preparing 
to release them, began by laying the 
whole blame on their brokers, whom 
they bambooed and imprisoned. 
Meanwhile the fleet, having no al- 


vices from the merchants, but learning | 


from general report that they were 
confined, ranged the mouth of the 
river, “ pillaging and burning many 
vessels and villages, and doing many 
spoils,” At length they resolved, at 
oll risks, to obtain their liberation by 
force; ond having well manned the 
long boats, skiffs, and barge, ot five 
o'clock in the morning of the 5th 
September they attacked sixtecn sail 
of the Chinese men of war, and offer 
a contest of half an hour, they burned 
five, including three fire-junks: the 
day, the boats pillaged and burnt the 
townol Famon, “ In fine,’ says their 
Journal, “ we fell upon all the border- 
ing towns, and! aed nothing but fire 
and sword, so that oll Hed from the 
willinres round about us, and went to 
Canton making complaints. At last 
license was Pay to our merchants to 
write to us, who desired ns to forbear 
any more acts of hostility, ond all 
would do well.” 

On the 28th September, the two 
Mounteneys, being nt liberty, sommiu- 
nicated with the fleet, and with the 
other Suprneargo Robinson, who shad 
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been detained in the junk, The fleet 
hal quitted ithe river for Macao, where 





they arrived on the Q7th; and onthe 
caine evening Capt. Weddell sent a 
wmotest to the Portuguese Captain- 
General, for all the damages which the 
fleet and the merchants hod sustained: 
He then took a position to intercept 
the Portuguese fleet coming from Ja- 
pan, The Governor and Council per- 
ceiving this, possed n decree that Cupt. 
Weddell’s people should have liberty 
to go ashore, if be undertook to sta- 
tion his ships to the leeward of the 
island. They pr 1 a house for 
the Captain, ond ‘invited him to a 
banquet. The Council protised that 
five of the Portuguese chief merchants 
should go op to Canton, to assist the 
English Supracargoes in their nego- 
ciation; but their real object was to 
persuade the Mundaring to restore 
their goods ond men, and forbid the 
English to come into their seas any 
more, The sum they expended in 
bribes at Canton amounted to 80,000 
tacl, upwards of £26,000 sterling, 





On the Gth and Sth October, the 


Chumpein sent complimentary mies 
sages to the St at Canton, 
but owing tu the seeret machinations 
of the Supracargo Ro- 
iiusol whe not liberated til the 12th, 
nor his two colleng ! 


Meanwhile, Capt. Weddell emplay- 
ed other merchants to conduct ex- 
changes at Macao; but the Portuguese, 
who had promised to allow the English 
liberty to bay and sell, and the Chi- 
nese access to their house, obstructed 
them. so successfully, that the mer- 
chants on shore transacted but little 
business, On the 18th October, Su- 
pracargo Robinson went up to Canton 
from the stetionary junk. The noxt 
day, he and the two Mounterieys 
were summoned before some counter- 
feit Mundarins in an island where the 
Portuguese resided, where the agents 
of that- nation accused them of ingra- 
ttude, but anid nevertheless that they 
had come to ransom them. The Eng. 
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lish merchants were then required-to 
po with them to Macao, where the 
Mirtimiese would deliver them wp to 
Capt. Weddell, on condition that he 
dnd bis Council rindettook fo? the King 
of England, that he should never send 
any more ships to Chinn. The Supra- 
cargo¢s fesisted this and other at- 
tempts of the Portuguese, in concert 
with this pretended tribunal, to im- 
timidate them, 

Early in the month of Noveni 
severnl junks took in sugar, Chins. 
root, boards for chests, arrack, and 
provisions for Capt. Weildell’s mer- 
chants. They amd their people en- 
joyed: great liberty at Canton while 
writing their final despatch, On the 
22d, the Chumpein dismissed them, 
huving first contracted with N. Moun- 
teney that for ample trade and re- 
sidence, the’ English should pay the 
King yearly 2,000 tael (£666), four

Capt. Weddell's merchants left Can- 
ton with four junks laden with goods, 
and at the same time some Portugnese 
junks sailed dogsing them.

SHORT ACCOUNT OF THE LURKACOLES. 


"Tre Larrkptoles ore eal to have po 
séveed their present country for about a 
century, during which time, as thelr num- 
loers have focreased, thoy luve boen en- 
on their neighbours, und have 

extended their system af deprodution with 
their wrritories. ‘The exact place from 
whence they came is not known; tut 
they art considered! to le a wandering 
tribe from the Wetward. The religion 
tht profess is not ascertained, but 
oe aa no Mabommedon or Hindoo 
scruples with regard to food, as they say 
that they are of the same cast with (Saleh 
ie) ihe English, and eat every thing | ux- 


the howwe: of which are entirely: built of 
wood, and kept very meat and clean. 
They possess cattle, sheep, goals, pigs 
and pouwlery in great abundance, and their 
fields display the fruits of considerable 
kill ond industry in agricultare. ‘The 
country isa fine valley between Owo ranges 
of hills, andl ic watered by the nvers Hore 
aul Kurkye, with other of lew size. 
Every village hos its burying ground, 
where the shes of the demi (ws they burn 
all their bodics) are interred, and stones of 
comiderable magnitude, former of a ape 
cic: of alate, are glanced on the proves, either 
fat or upright upon their ends. “The coun- 
try ia well wooded, having beautiful tapes 
senttered in every direction, and presenting 
very interesiing views in many places, 


- 

The poople are an active, robust, anil 
a ‘bold race, find of independence, but 
prone, like all semltharharous tribes, to in- 
dulge in violénee and outrage, They wear 
no clothes, except nm stall covering about 
the loins; and they are well exercised in 
the use of the weapons which they employ 
for utiack or defence. ‘These aro chilelly 
bows and arrows, anil bettle-wxes, called 
tangecs. The tangess are.of a, very.con- 
venient size for use, and have their bends 
of various shapes, seme with edges of a 
convex and ethors a concave slape, The 
former arc most esteemed and considered 
mont efichent, and the powerful arm of a 
Lurkacole, socusiomed to handle his wea- 
pon, renders it so formidable, that fhey 
have been known to cut the heads of 
horess off conch with a single blow. “Their 
bows dre of bamboo, and their bovwatrings 
are also fabricate! from the same muterial, 
50 that they are never affected by the mois- 
ture. of the stmospherce. Such os we have 
epen are rude in. their construction, tnt 
they appenred well caleulated for their 
purpose, and evidently require a consider- 
alde exertion of Touacular strength for 
their proper t ‘Their arrows 
are of varius sizes and shapes, according to 
the distance at which they are to use them. 
Suchas are framed for distant execution 
huve nall-shoped fron beds, tapering to a 
point and angular, but net barbed. Those 
intended for close quarters are larger am! 
of different sires, with the heads uniformly 
barbed, and capable of inflicting very se- 
vere wounds, The former will strike their 
marks st 200 yards’ distance ; the Lotter 
are teed within 90 or 50 yands of the ob- 
ject. The shafts are all of bamboo, light 
and slender; only these which bave barbed 
heads being Purnia! with feathers, cropt 
rather short, to direct their flight. None 
of the hends have been discovered to be

We have already noticed the erection 
of 6 monument in the Cathedral of St. 
John, at this Presidency, te the memory 
of the late brave ond lamented Captain 
Showers, andowe have since fulfilled our 
promise of connecting together such of 
the notices as appeared in the papers of 
the day on this event, w fit to accompany 
the brief description which we are enabled 
to give of the monument itself. 

In the Orders of Major General Sir 
David Ochterlony, issued on the occasion 
. ofthe assault of Malown, in April 1215, 
at which Captain Showers fell, the follow. 
Ing brief extract will show the high opinion 
entertained of his value, ond the regret 
felt at bis lows : 

“The Major General cannot fail to re- 
egret the ecvere los we have suffered in 
this arduous ‘contest, und particularly la- 
ents the fill ‘of so beave and excellent 
gn officer os Captain Shower : bat it will 
affied cofsolation to his surviting frends 
thet he dies os be lived, an orneimend te 


his professiun. and an benour to his 
cautery."

Even the first mention that was made, 
ofthe death of this distinguished indivi- 
dual, in the ordinary obituary of a nows- 
paper, was suchas to speak very forcibly 
the esteem in whieh he was held, aml we 
believe our readers will rendily forgive 
aa for transcribing it. 

“ Killed on the 15th of April, in) the 
attack, by the Hritich Army, under Major 
General Ochterlony, of the Ghoorka po- 
sitions along the Malown mountuins, Chas. 
Lionel Showers, Esq., Senior Captain of 
the 10th regiment of Nutive Infantry, on 
this establishment. Death never claimed 
a tobler spirit, ner honewr wept a braver 
soldier! Showers died as he lived, the 
proud memorial of a British Officer, 
Though «till young in life, the greater part 
af it had been spent in his profession ; andl 
in the ardent pursuit of military fame aod 
knowledge, he was foremost in every en- 
terprize sanctioned by his duty: As a 
volunteer from the Bengal army, be eros. 
ed the desert under Sir Dwvid Baird, and 


while marked fur the strict performance ~ 


of his military duties, he eoricehed the oc- 
quisitiows of hin early duys, by an exami- 
nation of the banks of the sacred Nile, and 
the Eyryptian scenes of classic story. 

* Awake to the lightest whisper of actual 
service, and energetic in every act consistent 
with the just and lofiy spirit of a soldier's 
profession, be again embarked be knew 
not where, & Volunteer for every honourable 
danger. In the island of Ceylon, no 
splendid duties rewarded his eager bopes ; 
and the privations and hardships of a sol- 
dier are poorly appreciated without some 
military achievements to support their pre- 
tension to general sympathy. But in 
every situation of [fy, Showers was the 
ame; and, with a disposition mild and 
gentle in the inturcourse of private socisty, 
be bere evinced that firm unhbending spirit, 
which when attended with conercious-rec- 
titude, ennobles the British character. 

“In the prreonal conflict at his last mo- 
tants, the Goorkel chieftain had fallen at 
his fort before the fatal shop dislodged 
hia gallant soul; his body was sent into 


1822.] 
the British camp by the enemy, ink retuned 
for those of the Goorkah cluefs. The indi- 
vidual who bears this record of his worth, 
beliewes it no disgrace, if a tear should 
attend the soldier's recollection of poor 
Showers. To luments his death; but be 
has too mr-ch of the spirit of his departed 
comrade to lament its manner or its date.

woe subsequently present with his corps 
in the several campaigns, under General 
Martindell, io Hundlecund, where, ie 
his tHstinguished conduct, gallantry, and 
exertions, in lending a successful and well 
concerted attack on the rear of the enemy, 
he was honoured in General Orders with 
the thanks of the Right Hon. the Gor. 
General in Council. 
* Onithe breaking out of the present war, 
by the ik RR of Colonel Arnolil 
Srigudier, in General 
Ochterlany’ a eniy the condi of the 
tet battalion Luth regt. devolved on Cap- 
tain Showers, who conducted the diwties 
of it with his usual geal, courage, and os- 
siduity, and with the most undewiating wt- 
tention to the nature of the extraordinary 
and arduous service in what thet division 
amidst acountry and climate most ungenial, 
and during the most inchement weather. 

# Tn the late glorious action, under the 
walls of Malown, Captain Showers od 
ane of the principal columns to « separate 
attack, in the most gallant style ; sucerss 
appeared to be cn the pevint af crowning 
his efforts on the heights, but in a critical 
moment, when the animating example of 
this brave officer hal inspired his gallont 
little hand to the mast heroic exertions 
against the innumerable hests to wher 
they were opposed, and just when, in per- 
sonal conflict, be hed with his. own. found 
cut down the chief of the enemy, whom 
he slew, be received a shot through his 
bead, and instantly expired.

Another instance of his notable 
scholarthip occurs in the following 
passe: when speaking of some Aro- 
bie Tables in Professor Stewart's work, 
in which, o4 it was not his intention 
to write a grammar, the Professor gave 
the briefest notice possible.

The great defect of all popular Per- 
sian scholurs is, that they never under- 
stand the system of the Arnbic alphii- 
bet, whieh hea been borrowed for the 
Persiun longange; and from the mo- 
ment of their outect in the language, 
they identify wll the powers of the. 
letters with those of the Roman al= 
phabet, in which it is necessarily at- 
tempted to explain them at the be- 


ginning of every grammar. The con- 


sequence is, that contenting themselves 
with crude snalogies, they liye on in 
error, and are never able: either to pro- 
nounce or write the languages cor- 
rectly, Such will be seen to be Gul- 
chin’s case. In the above passage he 
seems unwilling to allow Sir Wm, 
Jones and Richardson to be of ony 
authority; though these authors only 
followed men of the greatest celebrity 
who preceded them.

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tribute which they pay to their Princes, 
ace naguarokclly ts Sarute'a Garb 000: 
ber of froops during their wars, which are 
neither frequent nor of long duration. “The 
diocese ‘ef the Syrian Bishop contains, at 
Present, more than 1,500 churches, andl as 
many towns and villages. ‘This great 
number must continue to augment, ns the 
Priests are not engaged to evliharcy, ancl 2s 
The men always walk armed: some with 
fusers, of which they know perfectly well 
the ose, others with speara; but the great- 
ea number carry only a moked sword in 
the right hand, and = shield in the left. 
‘They are carefully instroctod in the use of 
arms, from their eighth to their twenty 
fifth year, and are excellent hunters and 
warnors, ‘The mere Christians a Pagan 
Prinee has in his dominions, the more he 
is feared und esticmed. Tris on this’ ne- 
count, as well as on that of thelr fidelity, 
aml strict attarhkment to truth in every 
thing, that the Princes cherish and eoun- 
tenance them so much. In virtue of pri- 
vileges granted by Sharen Permaul, fuor- 
who ate the nobility of the country; ond 
they are second in ronk only to the Hra- 
mins, for whom the Kings themselves ma 
nifest an extraordinary veneration. 

“The Christians, pursuant to the laws of 
the country, are the protectors of the sil- 
verumiths, trass-founders, carpenters, ond 
amitha, ‘The Pagans, wha cultivate the 
polmstrees, foro a rnititia triher the Chris 
tims, Ifa Pagan af any of these tribes 
procure a suitable satisfaction.

a country governed and inhabited by Hin- 
doos, furnishes a striking and singular il- 
lustration of the insenslbility of that people 
toward any exertions for the introduction 
af a foreiym religion, that are conducted 
with moderation and temper. Ewen when 
these exertions are supported by the Go- 
verninent of the Sinte, as they were in 
Myvore, they do not seem calculated to 
rouse the jealousy or “opposition of the 
Hindooa, unfe: carried to extremes, and 
combined with attacks on their other rights, 

‘The more the fate of soclety among the 
mutives tn India fe explored, the more rea- 
sans Will ‘appear to convince an impartial 
mind of the disregard felt and manifested 
ey all classes of tho peoplo toward the dis- 
semination of religious opinions foreign to 
thelrown; result occasioned by the great 
variety of religions which have pr 
for ages in that country.

kingdom, or at least render his sttun- 
tion very precarious: that his Majes- 
ty, therefore, ought prudently to cull 
to mind, that since his father, united 
with the Dutch, had formerly expelled 
the Portuguese from the maritime 
parts of Ceylon, that it was not im- 
probable that his Christian subjects, 
united with the Portuguese, might 
shortly retaliate upon himself and his 
Dutch neighbours ; and that this woul 
not be the first occasion on which the 
capital of Candy had witnessed the 
clashing of the Lusitanian arms. The 
i ringleader concluded his speech by ob- 
serving, that the Christian Priests might 
be characterized os fire, ond thee 
jesty’s subjects as butterflies ; if, there- 
fore, his Majesty did not endeavour 
to extinguish, what was at present, 
happily, amere spark, it would shortly 
be funned into a great flame in the 
heart of his dominions. It was, there- 
fore, advisable that, without the least 
delay, be should exterminate the Padre 
Joseph Waz, whom he had already 
wufficiently fixyoured, by having so long 
naintained him; and that the church 
should be demolished, inorder to pre- 
vent its becoming depository for arms, 
it being already a council-house against 
his Majesty’s Government. 

The King, being a mun of | well-

Ix our Review (p. 137, vol. XI.)

treated as his wife, by. whem he had 
four children, and whom he could not 
repudiate without occasioning preju- 
dicial contentions; neither could he 
marry ber because she waa a Pa- 
gan; so that, in all human sppear- 
auees, this young man was more likely 
to became an apostate from the faith, 
than on apostle in its canse, 

But God had revealed to his servant 
that this individual would ‘ultimately 
augment the number of Christians, 
and he could not fail in fulfilling Ins 
word, for there is nothing impossible 
to hia divine power. The youth being 
one doy nsleep in his bed, perceived 
that God was internally addressing 
his heart, ond reprehending him for 
his thoughtless way of living, and 
thus relinquishing his hope of future 
salvation. The remorse of conscience 
which now visited him was su cute, 
that it awakened his soul, during his 
bodily sleep, from the lethargy in 
which it had been buried, and he arcee 
a different man from what he bod laid 
down, He was now o true peninent ; 
and without loss of time proceeded 
tothe city, accompanieal by a Chris- 
tian, and with him went to the choreh, 
like a mon who whe soxious to in- 
quire into the principles of our religion. 
The Christian who was with him intro- 
duced him to Pedro de Saldanho, who 

had charge of the church of Candy du- 
ring the absence of Padre Joseph Vaz. 

Padre Pedro de Saldanho was great- 
ly rejoiced, and spoke with him touch- 
found him, however, so expert there- 
in, and observed moreover such 4 
devotion om respect for our holy 
religion, that he wished to baptize 
him immediately. But he, drawing the 
Paire aside, related to him the cir- 
history of his first conversion to the 
the palace, and the course of life which 
he had followed im the village, and 
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lh Yee for his soul by penitence. 
Padre Saldanho remoustrated with 
him on the necessity of removing 
from his house the principal couse 
of the late estrangementof his heart, 
assiring him that unless he did 
this, he could not adit him to 
the confession, oor would his amend- 
ment be entire, The young man was 
ei strongly infivenced by divine grace, 
and so grieved for his past offences, 
that he resolved to make to God this 
great sacrifice, to appease him for his 
not only shandon the woman, but also 
the children, his father, mother, end 
relatives, and every thing he possessed 
for the service of Jeses Christ, and 
to secure his own salvation, He there- 
fore proposed to confess publicly the 
holy name of Jesus, and to throw off 
the disguise of m Pagan, whatever 
trouble it might cost him, In effect, 
he returned to his village, and cnte- 
chited his wife, children, mother, mo- 
therin-law, brothers and sistere-in- 
law,ond other relatives, os alao some of 
his neighbours, amounting altogethor 
to the number of forty persons, and he 
instructed them inthe mysteries of our 
holy religion. After this he visited the 
church, to communicate to Padre Sal- 
danho the welcome news of the con- 
versions he had effected, and to re- 
quest that he would immediately come 
to his house to baptize these cote- 
chumens. The Padre, without Joes 
of time, repaired to the village of the 
young man, who from a great sinner 
had become an npostolical hero, He 
baptized all who had been converted ; 
administered the sacraments of con- 
fession and communion, ani married 
the young man to the same woman, 
Thos was completely fulfilled the pro- 
phecy of Padre Joseph Vaz, that he 
expected through the means of that 
young man to see Christianity anug- 
monted,. The number of persons con- 
verted by this repentant youth would 
have been much greater |for bis dis- 
tinction god example would have beon 
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} anxiety to obtain 
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un efficacious menns thereto,] had mort 
the devil thrown obstacles in the way 
of a work which had been so well 
commenced, by causing a calumny to 
be promulgated by his partisans, which 
might have been the origin of a crucl 
persecution against the Christians in 
general, hed it not pleased Gol to 
avert it by manitesting the truth. 

The enemies of Padre Joseph Var 
never lost any opportunity of persecut= 
ing him; and, in the preaent instance, 
the devil suggested n falaé acccsation 
against him and the oewly converted 
Christinns before the tribunal of the 
King of Candy, ‘They were arraigned 
for high treason against his divine Ma- 
having baptized the young man and his

of the good She herd, who, in order 
to bring back to the flock a strayed 
cheep, tid not hesitate to undertake 
the most painful journeys. In this 
manner he visited, every year, all the 
Chritians and missionaries who were 
under his charge. 

On arriving at the place where he 
was to mission, without giving any 
rest to his body he immediately per- 
formed the divine service, and im the 
mean time sent to convoke the people, 
to whom, when assembled, he read 
the Litany of the Virgin Mary, and 

the confession, that they 
might duly prepare themselves for it. 
In such places ns were under the 
Dutch Government, where the offices 
of the mission could only be perforin- 
ed iit night, after partaking of a mo- 
derate gupper, he commenced the same 
‘cmnining in the confession- 
ary until morning. Immediately after 
mass he administered the communion, 
solemnized marriages, and preached 
sermon; so that before daybreak he 
had performed all the duties of his 
function, ond there being no more 
persons to receive the sacraments, 
he went immediately to another place, 
as if he had not remained up the whole 
night + for he took care in every place, 
and particularly in the Duteh towns 
ond villages, not to remain two nights 
Without very urgent reasons; and even 
‘ this short stay he moved con- 
finually from honse to house.

ona journey, however long it might 
be, he walked with his bare feet on 
the ground, through mod, and thorns 
and other prickly shrubs, 

Every Sunday and holy day, and 
during the days of Lent, he explained 
the gospel of the day, and made suit- 
shle applications of the same to his 
hearers; he exhorted them on the 
duties of faith, bope, and charity, and 
on other days explained the catechism 
to thuse who were unacquainted 
with it. 

In passing through the jungles, in 
which elephnnts, bears, tigers, and 
other ferocious animals abounded, ane 
in wading through rivers and brooks 
full of snnkes ond alligators, he 
always took the lead of his com- 
panions, not only to give them cou- 
rage, but also to be the first to en- 
counter danger. The wild animals, 
inderd, seemed often to forget their 
natural ferocity, making way for hinr 
without molesting him in the least. 

If night overtook him in the jun- 
gles, which often happened, the ser- 
vant of God remaimed awake during 
the whole night, praying, and protect- 
ing his companions against the attucks 
of the wild animals; on the following 
day he prosecuted his journey with 
the same Vigour and spirit os if he had 
tuken his usual rest the antecedent

We have now the fable amply refuted 
of the rock in the form of a com, with 
the stream gushing from ita mouth, 
which sequired a new authority from 
the report oer Webb's moon- 
shi, who, we now proceeded 
no further than the rock interposed he- 
tween the Bhagiruttee and Jhunnevie, 
which his superstitions or terrified 
fancy might a5 easily have metamor- 
photed into a whale.* 

Mr. Fraser accounts for the snow not 
resting in this place, notwithstanding 
its elevation, from the heat of the sun's 
rays reflected from the rocks ; this rea- 
don nay be true ,if it be mot founded 
tipon the erroneous supposition, thatthe 
direct rays of the sun, not the caloric 
radinted from the earth, cause the heat 
of the atmosphere. Another circum- 
stance discovered by Mr, F. which, in 
our opinion, strongly marks his proxi- 
mity to the source of the river, was 
its frequent and sudden increase and 
decrease, whieh the pundit announced

of experiments made, We expect 
fuller information upon this and other 
subjects connected with the geography 
of this country, from Mr. Moorcroft, 
whose progress we shall now attempt 
to trace, from the few statements 
which have reached us.* 

This is accompanied by 
-Meer Izzut Qollah, a very intelligent 
native of Delhi, ond now an expe- 
rienced traveller, since he attended 
Mr, M. in his former journey to Lake 
Munossarowor, and had previously 
. visited Yarkund and Cashgar, to pur- 
chase horses for the Company's stud. 
He was also serviceable to Mr. Elphin- 
stone, who, in his work, speaks very 
highly of his character. 

It appears, that in the month of 
Nov. or Dee, 1419, Mr, Moorcroft en- 
tered the hill country through the old 
Necteg pass, intending to advance 
upon the Sutlej, and follow that river 
to Beckur or Shipke. His motive for 
preferging this unfrequented route, to 
the more direct rond by Soobathoo and 
Kotgurh, through Kunawar, was to 
avoid a contact with the Ludukees, on

consonants, and the unusual method of 
marking the vowela; ‘They sppear.te 
be merely royal edicts declaratory of a 
donation of lands, and dated about the 
same periad.*® The inscriptions bave 
been carefully copied, and the plates 
returned! to the pundits according to 
agreement. 
Recommencing his journey, Mr. M, 
passed the Deyrah Dhoon, where 


he was seen in February 1820, and © 


afterwards at Nahn, skirting the moun- 
tains by Pinjore ; and he intimated, by 
a letter from Belaspore, his intention 
of crossing the river Sutlej, and pro- 
ceeding northward. Three days’ jour- 
ney from Belospore, ot a place called 
Mundce, he was stopped by a Sibk 
Sirdar, who treated him with civility, 
but refused to let him pass without 
the permission.of Runjeet Sing, whose 
authority extends, it nppears, over this 
mountainous district. This obstacle

On the 2d August 1820 he arrived 
at Sutanpoor, the capital of Koloo, 
with o number of begars laden with 
specimens of our manufactures, whence 
he departed on the 10th along the 
ag Naga assending the base of 

the Himalaya, crossing the Chunab or 
Chnader-bags (Aceasines) by « jhoola, 
‘end arrived (21st Aug.) ot Tundee, in 
the rajehip of Lakoul, from whenee a 
Rote was received from him, dated 26th 
ofthat month, Quitting this place, he 
peated through o country diversified 
by desolate and cultivated districts, in 
the course of which he crossed the 
mountsing at a great elevation, and 
reached Leh or Ludak on the 24th 
September, His approach to the 
capital, attended by a numerous cortege, 
seems to have alarmed the Raja, At 
Gyah, the first cultivated place in the 
province, he forbade their advance, but 
afterwards consented to it, and they 
were suffered to enter Leh, not-without 
* being interrogated by the Raja's officers 
afew stages off. On the Ist October, 
Mr. Moorcroft had an interview with 
Kaloon, the minister, who is invested 
with the supreme powerat Ludak. Here 
he remained « long time, purchasing 
_. shawl wool (some maunds of which he 
hassent to Calcutts), endeavouring to 
establish a factory there, and making 
arrangements for his further 
On the Ist January 182] he wits. still 
at Leh, attended by a personal «uard 
often or twelve soldiers, perfectly well, 
wuiting supplies of money, on receipt 
of which he was to set out for Yar. 
kund. His cotlpation, Meer Izzat, 
hod facilitated his journey thither by 
friends at Yarkund, He hos since then 
been met by a Kunowaree, between 
that place ond Leh, at a village called 
Emee dg the Humes mention.

About the middle of December 1820, 
two natives of Nahn,who had accompa- 
med Mr. M.,and brought certificates 
of their discharge dated by him Gth 
October, at Leh, returned by Cush- 
mere, and arrived at the British post 
of Soobathoo. Their statement adidas 
little to what we have recorded, except 
the inconveniences sustained by the 
travellers, during the miny season, 
whilst. the rogeed district of 
Mundee. In this lalty region the 
clouds rest upon the summits of the 
nountains, and a traveller passing 

them, leaves » track behind 
him like the wake of ship. The beard 
and clothes are shrouded in a spangled 
robe of vapour, appearing like drops of 
frozgn dew, and if the sun shine, they 
reflect tints more brilliant thon the 
éolours of the rainbow. The country 
was thinly peopled: wild pigeons, hares, 
and chuceores, were the only animals 
seen, ond the crops of wheat, barley, 
und zoe, or oon, were backward, 

We have before observed that Leh 
18 in nominal submission to the Chi- 
nese. Whilst Cashmere was subject 
to the Caubul government, Ludfik waa 

considered tributary to it; but since 
its conquest by Runjeet Sing, Laudak 
appears to have maintained o kind of 
independence; though, in October 
1819, a wakeel was dispatched by the 
Sihk chief to Leh, to demand tribute, 
The fact seems to be, thet this pro- 
vince, surrounded by rival states of 





progress. some strength, and defended by its 


rugged frontiers, enjoys o real inde- 
pendence, at the expense ofa few oc- 
casional presents. The inhabitants are 
of the Tartar race; and its climate, 
owing to the elevation of the country, 
is 80 severe, that Mr. Moorcroft and 
his suite, during their stay, were 
obliged to clothe themselves in furs. 
Winter is consequently reckoned the 
Most convenient season for travelling 
from Ludak to Cashgar, as the rivers

ar! streams, at other periods strong 
and rapid, are then frozen. 

Whilst this sheet was passing the 
press, a Ca'cutta journal reached us 
containing an extract-of a letter, from 
Meer Izzut Oollah, to a friend at 
Delhi, dated 34 June 1621, from 
whence it appears that the travellers 
were still at Leh, and had suceceded 
in cifecting a commercial arrangement 
with the Ludak government advanta- 
geous to British interests. On the 3d 
May, 0 written agreement was drawn 
out between the Rajah, Kaloon, his 
minister, and hentenant, and other 
chiefs of Lodak on the one part, and 
Mr. Moorcroft on the other, to this 
purpose: “ That the English were to 
have free ingress and egress to and 
from the country; and that when 
other people or merchants pay thir- 
teen rupees of duty per horse load, 
the English should pay only ten ru- 
pees; but that English gentlemen or 
merchants never bring more than fifty 
soldiers.with them, and that no in- 
jorious effects arise to Ludsk from 
this act.” Meer Izzut states, “ thut 
this agreement 13 made by Mr. Moor- 
croft for British merchants, and not on 
account of the British government.” 
He intimates that they wre preparing 
for Yorkund, and thot he is tu precede 
Mr. M. in order to moke arraonge- 
ments with the governor of Varkuoni, 
or the chief of Khutac, for his adimis- 
sion there. In the event of any tm- 
pediment arising, the traveller will 
proceed by Surquol to Quogan, &c. 
He adds that, even wt the period of 
hin writing, it froze at Leh during 
night, and that they had not thrown 
off their fur dresses, 

The commercial advantages which 
tercourse with the vast tracts of 
country which these discoveries are 
opening to us, naturally occur as the 
next subject of consideration, Here, 
however, we are stopped by our igno- 
Yance of geographical details, the situ- 
ation of towns, the courses of the dis- 

fant streams, the rons or practicable 
routes for the convevance of merchan- 





dize, in the absence of which our poli~ 
tical relstions with these countries 


throughout these remote regions, the- 


homes of which have not reached us, 
perhaps of great commercial impor- 
tance, cannot be doubted. From two 
natives of Bootan, whom Mr, Fraser 
met ot the village of Durallee, he 
heard of o considerable town, situated 
ona plain, called Chaprung, the resi- 
dence of u chief or Raja, whom they 
called o Soobadar, at a month's jour- 
ney from their village (Chounsah), 
which was at the same distance from 
Gangotree.. On the road from Cha- 


prung to Gara or Gartope is Tuling, 
a place of much importance, where 
® grand loma resides. They related 


a singular custom prevailing at Cha. 
prung, which is described as o lnrge, 
populous place: when a man of pro- 
perty dics, they bruise the body, bones 
and all, to pieces, and form it inte 
balls, which they give to o sort of 
the lamas. Poorer people are buried 
or thrown into the rivers. 

A commercial demand throughout 
this region would extend to almiast 
every species of British manuiactore, 
Our woollens and hardware would be 
in particular request. The returns 
are more difficult to enumerate. Horé 
ses and cattle from Upper Turtory; 
borax, musk, and the valuable wool of 
the shawl-goat,. from the Undes (us 
Mr. Moorcroft terms the natives of 
the table-land between the Himn- 
laya and Cailas), and from Thibetian 
Tartary, which would provide our 
manufacturers with a new material for 
the exercise of their skill and i 
nuity., Some difficulty might be found 
in procuring the latter commoility, the 
manopoly of which is so strict, that 
Mr. Moorcroft was informed by the 
Deba whom he met, in his former jour- 
ney, at Gurtope, that if the Govern- 
ment of Lassa knew he sold any of 
that article except to the Ludakees, 
he would lose his head. Our manu- 
facturers will perhaps find the diffi

purposes. Of this description is the 
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Mareh, at Haridwar, near to where the 
streams of the Ga ‘unite on the 
southern side of the mountains, Capt, 
Hardwicke was present at this fair in 
174i, and Messrs, Raper and Webb 
in 1808. The former estimates the

zine. Both these visits, it is true, 
happened at the duodecennial period, 
when the fair is more sacred and more 
resorted to than usual. Three grand 
fairs are held at Leh, where there is 
an immense resort of Turtars, Mussel- 
ninuns, Cashmerians, and natives of the 
Punjaub, At Gora or Gartope, a 
ploce of no great importance, being 
merely @ summer tented comminity, 
in the volley of the Ekungehoo, a 
meétah or fair is held, chief y for shawl- 
wool, for which this place ia, perhaps, 
a greater emporium than Leh itself, 
Chinese, and even Russian merchants, 
visit this mart: the latter are suid to 
come on horseback, in cofiles of five 
or ax hundred, 

We have only, in conclusion, to 
express our earnest wishes that we 
may shortly be enabled to communicate 
further information respecting this in 
teresting portion of the globe, not 
only from the enterprizing traveller 
we have adverted to; but from others 
who are endéavouting to gain pos 
sages across the snowy range, from the 
advanced British stations at the foot of 
the first barrier.

Next day, Capt. Cooper, Mr. Bartlet, 
Gordon and myself, went up to the 
city.

We then proceeded tothe city, and 
landed at a flight of stairs, of a noble 
appearance, but in a very dilapidated 
‘state, close by the great gate of the 
city. In this place there were only a 
few black fellows repairing the steps. 
When we entered the gates we found 
no guards or le to interrupt our 
entrance wi scntablanawle usiaticet. 
But how great was aur surprise, when 
we came within the town, to ste 
‘noble streets destitute of inhabitants, 
‘and houses and churches almost or 
entirely in ruins. Such is the fate of 
city, and the nation to which it belong- 
ed, are both fallen into ruin, misery, 
and contempt; the effects of dreadful 


rates rane for an extent se 





induce thom to withhold from annu- 
ually burning a number of unfortunate 
wretches to feast their barbarous eru- 
elty. We visited severn! of the 
churches, and saw only a few half 
starved priests, Goa was abandoned 
about ten years ago on account of a 
pestilential fever, which raged in it for 
some time. Orders have lately arrived 
from Portugal to repair the city; and 
it is again to be made a Viceroyalty. 


‘Having fully satisfied ourselves by the 


contemplation of the miserable con- 
dition of this place, we returned to the 
choultry in hopes of obtaining a good 
dinner; in this i Seon however, 
We were 98 much disappointed, as we 
had been in regard to the crandeur 
and flourishing state of Goa, for we 
could scarcely get- any thing to ent 
hut some poisonous oysters, I paid 
dearly for my repost, and several lost 
theirlives.—In the evening we returned 
on board the Aths.

He draws 
a distinction between infanticide and 
the cremation of widows, iad shasta 
to suppose a civil difference, inasmuch 
as the latter is, or at least purpaortsto 
be, the voluntary act of the suffiror, 
But the general competence of law to 
prohibit even this voluntary act, is not 
to be doubted; and-our only difficulty 
is, that the act does not fall within the 
purview of such laws as those, to the 
promulgation of which the British na- 
tion limits itself in Indin. 

Mr. M. refers, in « subsequent part

Quinhon is situated about the mid- 
dle of the const. Its port is capable 
of containing the fleet of Great Britain, 
and is esteemed a safe harbour. The 
town lies inland, about twenty-two 
miles weet of the port, The inter- 
inedinte country has lately been the 
scene of great and bloody battles; in 
fact, it was almost depopulated, and 
exhibits extensive burial-grounds at 
the distance of every mile. The wall 
of this onee great city, about three 
or four milea in circumference, is all 
that now remoins, with the exception 
of a few bute, and the bouse in which 
the head Mandarin holds his court, 
We were accommodated with horses 
and pelanquins to convey us-to Quit- 
hon and back again, The principal 
objects worthy of notice, which we 
observed in this trip, were the im- 
mense bridges we occasionally passed. 
These bridges are constructed on 
piles, and are raised very high above 
the water. 

The whole coast of CochinaChina 
ehounds with safe and commodious 
harbours, which ure well lod down 
in Doyot’s charts. In addition to the 
two which have beon alrendly noticed, 
Turon Bay, in latitude 169 #N,, may 
be also mentioned, ‘The town is small, 
and of little consideration, excepting

Now, 
Sir, how is it that it did not occur to 
him, that the smaller the number of 
instances calling for the execution of 
any prohibitory laws, the smaller must 
likewise be the danger to be dreaded? 
Hf the total annual number of victims 
in all Brities Ihdla is largely taken at 
one fhourand, week must be the in- 
terest which the custom commands 
amonget a populotion of one Aundred 
millions; und the necessary inference 
is, that the obstacles opposed to the 
suppression of the evil cannot be very 
enormous. Such, in my apprehension, 
is the conclusion which Mr, Kendall 
ought to have arrived at, from the 
position he asuimed. 

But there ia more to be said upon 
thin subject than Mr. Macdonald Aus 
said, or Mr. Kendall ongh? to have 
said, And much has already been ad- 
vanced in a valuable Enstern publicn- 
tion, entitled “ The Friend of India," 
which, unfortunately, is not generally 
accessible in this country.

We have reason tu believe that his collec- 
tion of oriental manuscripts, and that of his 
coins wml antiquities (particularly those 
found during his numerous visits te attient 
Rabylon), are very extensive and select. 
We anxiously hope thot these, a5 well ax 
his own manuscripts, which are, we under: 
stond, very valuable, will be brought to 
public notice. Fo had made considerable 
investigations, on the spot, far an account 
of theremains of Nineve, Chesipbon, and 
Selucia, the ancient capitals of Asin. But 
the work ow which be most valued himeelf, 
was an account of Cunlistan, for which he 
waa compelled to make in that little-known 
country, to eseape the heats of Bagdad.
